Though there were fourteen carded 
L»r tin* rare only four went to the |>ost. and Mary 
Davis, ridden by apiireiitice Estep, was an easy win- 
ner 4*ver S. C. Hildreth’s Restigouehe, the only one 
of the quartet that offered anything approaching a 
emitest. 

.\ dec-itk^l drop in the temiK*rature came as a 
relief fiMin tin* rewnt hot spell and wraps were not 
altogeth<*r out of place. The attendance was excel- 
l<*nt, <*onKidering the sjM>rt offered, and there was no 
lack of eiitliiisiasiu even if class was wanting in 
some of the tields. 

Wliat should liave Ikhmi one of tlie lH‘st races of 
the day was marred hy the leaving of tJeorge Odom’s 
F«dlie l/<*vy at the y»ost. It was a six -furlongs selling 
affair and the daughter of (^tolden .Maxim and Kidi- 
eule was a legitimate favorite. She had one of 
the iTratle spells that macie her so uneertain at 
V«mkers and wiien the field left she propped and 
j<a*key Knaiip W’as unable to chase h<*r after her 
opp(Hieiits.
